This Congress— between sitting on 
its hands and conducting quizzes 
— has made hash of its regular job 
of lawmaking. 


In this the Senate 
has been 
worse than the House. The result: 
such delay in vital legislation that 
the Senate, at least, must stay here 
all summer. 


Since nothing can 
become law 
unless 
both 
houses 
approve, it 
would have made no 
difference 
how fast the House alone worked, 
the 
Senate 
has 
lagged 
behind 
the House, away behind. 


Various suggestions have been 
made around 
Washington to ex­ 
plain the tardiness, such as these: 
That 
President 
Truman, even 
though his Democrats are in a ma­ 
jority, has lost so much control 
over Congress 
he can't 
get 
the 
lawmakers to work with him; that 
some 
of 
the 
Republicans—and 
some 
Democrats, 
too—a r e 
so 
antagonistic to Mr. Truman that 
they’ve been lying 
back, 
doing 
nothing; and that some of the con­ 
gressional committees, where the 
lawmaking starts, have been do­ 
ing nothing. 
But not the least of the reasons 
for the delay is this: the senators 
have turned into such a bunch of 
quizmasters, they’ve let their reg­ 
ular lawmaking job slide. 
Each year seems to bring its 
own sensation which then is ex­ 
panded into an investigation, giv­ 
ing the senators—besides informa­ 
tion—a chance to play politics and 
make the headlines. 
This year there was a deluge of 
investigations 
although the ones 
which got the most attention were 
these three; 
1. The Kefauver crime quiz. It 
made 
headlines 
and 
TV 
fo r 
months 
and 
now— but 
without 
Kefauver— in 
a 
switch 
f r o m 
gambling to narcotics is back on 
TV 
again. 
(In 
fairness 
to the 
members 
of 
this 
committee, it 
must be said there are so few of 
them that their particular quiz 
couldn't slow up the whole Sen­ 
ate ). 
2. The 
troops-for-Europe 
de­ 
bate, which took up weeks of the 
Senate s time before it agreed with 
reservations that troops should be 
sent. This one is over. 
3. The MacArthur inquiry, one 
of the most sensational quizzes in 
years. 
It took up eight weeks of 
time ami involved 26 senators and 
over 2,000,000 words of testimony. 
This one is finally finished, too, so 
far as hearings go. 
The proof of Congress' tardiness 
shows up this week, since June 30 
— it's Saturday this year—is al­ 
ways an extremely important date. 
That’s because the government 
does its business on a fiscal year 
basis, with 
the 
year 
beginning 
each July I and ending the follow­ 
ing June 30. 
Before June 
30 
rolls 
around 
Congress is supposed to vote the 
money necessary to run the gov­ 
ernment for the fiscal year start­ 
ing the next day, July I. 
This 
year 
Congress 
has 
not 
passed a single one of the dozen 
big appropriations bills. So it will 
have to vote stop-gap money to 
keep 
th e 
government 
running 
from July I until Congress votes 
the regular appropriations. 
About IO months ago Congress 
passed the defense production act, 
giving the government power to 
control prices and wage and other 
things, and said the law would die 
June 30 unless before then Con­ 
gress decided to continue it. 
In spite of the month* it had to 
make up its mind, Congress now 
finds itself unable to agree just 
what kind of law it wants to con­ 
tinue after June 30, and for how 
long. House leaders say it can’t do 
the job by Saturday.

is not to be thought of." 


“I do not blame my em ployers", he went 
on. “I believe they are paying me all they 
can afford. The average small business in a 
city like this has plenty of money problems 
of its own. No. my trouble is this thing they 
are calling ‘inflation’, higher prices and con­ 
stantly increasing taxes. Now, they tell me, 
the government 
is about to take 
another 
slice of my pay. I also hear that there is 
talk of higher taxes here at home to m eet 
present and probably some new expenses. 


Maybe these are needed 
but all I know is 
that my ‘take home' pay. out of which also 
m ust come my regular home taxes, 
(city, 
county, school, etc.), seems to get sm aller 
and smaller, or else it buys less and less.*’ 


We m ust adm it that here is a situation 
m entioned by this clerk that is close to the 
heart of all of us who are in the class known 
as the average citizens of modest 
means. 


The im portant thing to any salaried man 
or wage earner is his “take hom e” pay—the 
amount of money he actually receives after 
all deductions, when each payday comes 
around. 


More than one man in this class has been 
heard to rem ark, “I don’t know how I could 
m ake out if my wife also w asn’t w orking”. 


The governm ent through taxes, is cutting 
down our “take hom e” pay more and more, 
We have too 
m any governm ent 
planners 
trying to sell their ideas of governm ent-in- 
business on the idea of giving the people 
“som ething for nothing”, but in the long run 
the little fellow’ pays for it directly or in­ 
directly as well as the big taxpayer. 
It is becoming 
alarm ingly apparent 
to 
m ore and m ore people that the w’ay to pro­ 
tect their “take home” pay is to demand and 
w ork for the strictest kind of government 
economy, national, state and local, and to 
oppose the further schemes for government- 
in-business w hether that business be mer­ 
chandising, farming, manufacturing or any­ 
thing else. 
If we don't show that we are interested 
and that we mean 
what we are 
thinking 
about, the bureaucrats, promoters and the 
“spend, spend, spend” 
boys will clip our 
“take home” pay, from which must come 
other local taxes, right down almost to be- 
low-subsistence level.
